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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group II (claims 6-17) drawn to process of 
making a semiconductor device is acknowledged. Accordingly, claims 1-5 and 18-20 are 
withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 
1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Because Applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed error 
in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Applicant has the right to file a divisional application covering the 
subject matter of the non-elected claims. 

The traversal is on the ground(s) that see the election paper. This is not found 
persuasive because the fields of search for method' and device claims are NOT 
coextensive and the determinations of patentability of method and device claims are 
different, that is process limitations and device limitations are given weight differently in 
determining the patentablitity of the claimed inventions. Also, the strategies for doing 
text searching of the device claims and method claims are different. Thus, separate 
searches are required. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
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Examiner's Amendment

Reason for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests the claimed Ultra Low Dielectric Constant Thin 
Film having the steps of holding the substrate at a deposition temperature of between 
about zero centigrade and about one hundred centigrade, introducing a gas flow of 
tetramethylsilane at a rate of no more than about one thousand scientific cubic 
centimeters per minute, holding a deposition pressure of between about one milli Torr 
and about one hundred Torr, producing a radio frequency plasma discharge with a power 
of no more than about two kilowatts, and halting the plasma discharge when a desired 
thickness of the silicon carbide layer has been formed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance".
